ORDINANCE No. 11 OF 1953 . 


THE EVACUEE INTEREST (SEPARATION ) TRAVANCORE -COCHIN 

SUPPLEMENTARY ORDINANCE , 1953. 
Preamble . WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Travancore-Cochin is not in session and His Highness the Rajpramukh is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to 
take immediate action to supplement certain provisions of the Evacuce 
Interest (Separation ) Act , 1951 (Central Act LXIV of 1951) for the pur 
pose hereinafter appearing ; 


NOW , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) 
of Article 213 of the Constitution of India read with Article 238 thereof, 
His Highness the Rajpramukh hereby promulgates the following 
Ordinance : 

1. Short title , extent and commencement. ( 1 ) This Ordinance may 
be called the Evacuee Interest (Separation ) Travancore-Cochin Supple 
imentary Ordinance, 1953., 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Travancore-Cochin 

( 3 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 15th day of 
December 1952. 

Validation of certain provisions of Central Act LXIV of 1951, 
The Evacuee Interest ( Separation ) Act, 1951 ( Central Act LXIV of 1951 ) 
shall, so far as it relates to any matter enumerated in List II in the 
Seventh Schedule to the Constitution , stand validated and binding as if it 
had been passed by the Legislature of the State of Travancore- Cochin .
